J. H.; Wesley, M.O.H., told The 

Era today- , 

'TThe difficulty is that there 
are no warning symptoms" Dr. 
Wesley said. 4, A youngster will 
have his breakfast, feel perfectly 
well, go to school, and then in 
school the teacher or another 
pupil will notice the rash. 

"It is very mild, with scarcely 
any sickness, or any fever. The 
health act requires that the per- 
son should be isolated for a 
week, but the rest of the family 
may come and go. 

"People have been very good 
about reporting it, but there 
may be other cases which have 
not come to the attention of a 
doctor. 

"Having German measles pro- 
vides no protection against ord- 
inary measles. It seems to be 
something between measles and 
scarlet fever, but not as serious 
as either." 

Four new cases of German 
measles were reported at the 
military training camp today, 
The Era learned from the adju- 
tant, Capt. E. B. Dodgson.

Commissioner 
Carl W. Caskey, chief inspector of the fire marshal's department, 
indicated in his summing up at the conclusion yesterday of the long 
inquiry into the finding of a fire "plant" at a Beeton hotel owned 
by Mr. Wolfe. 

The final two sessions were held in the fire marshal's office 
Tuesday and yesterday. \~ ; " 

"The evidence indicates that Mr. Wolfe has been a frugal 
business man, and has been successful in acquiring considerable 
money and property," Mr. Caskey said yesterday. "He started 
with $200, and in ten years has accumulated $45,000, according to % : 
his own valuations. He has been honest and straight in his business 
aeaimgs. 

"Mr. Wolfe's own evidence shows that he wasn't liked in - 1 
Beeton, and he thinks that the set-up was placed in the hotel in an . 
attempt to get rid of him. _ 

"There is no conclusive evidence as to who placed the set-up 
in the hotel. The inquiry will be adjourned sine die, but will be 
tesumed if there is further evidence to show how the plant was 
placed there." 

"There arc people in Beeton who will do anything for a few 
glasses of beer," Mr. Wolfe testified Tuesday. "They wanted to 
chase me out of Beeton and there was talk of 'Chase the -— 
German out of Beeton and we'll buy you all the beer you can 
drink.'" - 

Mr. Wolfe said that he had invested about $7,000 in the Beeton 
building, on which there was $8,000 insurance. He regarded it as 
worth much more than that. There was also $20,000 insurance on 
the stock. 

Mr. Wolfe described the building as being full of harness and 
leather goods, and that he was transporting more goods there at 
the time of the visit by the fire insurance company inspectors, who 
found the "plant." ... ! --- 

Three Toronto business men appeared before the commissioner 
in Toronto on Tuesday to give evidence as to Mr. Wolfe's good 
character. They had all known Mr. Wolfe for ten years and they 
said they always found him an honest and reliable business mam 

Mr. Wolfe presented accounts, receipts for lumber and building 
supplies, and gave the names of Newmarket and Toronto workmen 
to support his statements as to what he had invested in the Beeton 
building. 
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Leather Merchant Tells How He and Wife 

Built Up $45,000 Business In Ten Years 
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The third sitting of the fire marshal's inquiry into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding a fire in the store of Anthony Wolfe, 
Newmarket merchant, at 44-46 Main St., 1939, and a plant dis- 
covered last fall in the Queen's hotel, Beeton, owned by Mr. Wolfe, 
was held in the council chambers last Friday. Mr. Wolfe was 
able to give only part of his testimony and another meeting, to 
complete his evidence, was called for Tuesday at the fire marshal's 
office in Toronto. 

Under examination by his counsel, R. W. Brownell, Mr. Wolfe 
stated that he is 48 years of age and was born in Germany. He 
came to Canada in 1929 and first opened a store in Toronto, 

Coming to Newmarket ten years 






ago, Mr. Wolfe started his leather 
business. At first, "Mrs. Wolfe 
did the stitching" and he did the 
rest. They were unable to get a 
store in Newmarket for a year 
and their work was done in their 
upstairs flat. -. 

"We were two years without 
help," said Mr. Wolfe. "Then we 
got some help. We increased the 
machines. Later we located in 

the Imperial Bank building." 
Mr. Wolfe said that, in the 
beginning, his business was re- 
tail. 

In 1937 he bought the prem- 
ises on Main St. This was to be 
paid for at the rate of $75 n 
month. Paid up to date, Mr. 
Wolfe still owes $1,200 on the 
properly. He stated that he 
owes no money to his whole- 
salers and that he always paid 
in cash except for big amounts. 

"I keep my own books and do 
the auditing myself," said Mr. 
Wolfe. "I put every dollar \ 
made into merchandise, buying 
leather and making it into mer- 
chandise. I have- increased my 
business every year." 

Mr. Wolfe stated that he has 
a current account in a Newmar- 
ket bank amounting to $4,000. 
Last December he deposited $215 
in another account in his wife's 
name for a recently born son. 
"My wife wanted an account for 



has found Newmarket to be a 
friendly place in every respect. 

"You are quite happy?" asked 
Mr. Brownell. "Yes," was the

"Your business has prospered?"

Mr. Wolfe said that he and his 
wife were in Kitchener on the 
day the fire occurred, which- 
was a Sunday. "My wife went 
Friilny to see how business goes 
there on Saturday, for we deV 
pond on the farm trade." Mjfi.- 
Wolfe had intended tb "open tt; 
store in Kitchener, 

"I had the impression when % \v;e> 
parked on our return that some- 
one had broken into our store, 
A crowd of people was standing 
in front. Chief of Police Sloss 
came up and said, 'Don't worry, 
it is not much of a fire.' " 

Mr. Wolfe said he wen^ in the 
shop and found "a hole In the 
wall where wires had been taken 
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account for less than $200 and a 
1940 car worth $1,400 are other 
assets. 

"I observe, Mr. Wolfe, that 
balances here are as high as 
$4,700 to as low as several hun- 
dred dollars," said Mr. Brown- 
ell. Mr. Wolfe explained that 
this was because he withdrew 
money to purchase leather. "I 
only borrowed money from the 
bank for leather," he added. 

"I have another business in 
Bowmanville," said Mr. Wolfe. 
He stated that he had sold this 
on terms of $17 a month. "I 
haven't been paid for the last 
eight months and have a lien on 
it." Mr. Wolfe put the net worth 
of his business at $45,400. 

On coming from Germany he 
and his wife had brought several 
thousand dollars worth of cloth- 
ing with them. Mr. Wolfe said 
that he bought his first Canadian 
suit last year. He has no rela- 
tives to support either here or 
in Germany. 

Mr. Wolfe said that he obtained 
Citizenship papers "about six 

I years ago." He declared that he 



had been burned off the wires, 
causing the fire. 

"The hydro inspector said 4 This 
is the worst wiring I've seen. 
You will have to put new wiring 
in the house.' The store was re- 
wired Inter nt n cost of $1,000." 
Asked whether he thought an 
over-heated iron might have 
caused the fire, Mr, Wolfe said

Mr. Wolfe said that ho had not 
wanted any insurance on his 
Newmarket property. "I have 
life insurance, sickness insurance, 
furniture insurance and profit 
insurance. They really hooked 
it on me. I didn't really want 
it." When W. O. Mclntyre, local 
insurance agent, tendered Mr. 
Wolfe his 'profits insurance' for 
his signature, "I signed it just 
to get rid of him," he said. In 
some cases, he contended, he 
took out insurance to please the 
agents.

PITY THE FARMER TOO! 

-ft There is concern expressed now for the Toronto 
tftiffc consumer, as he must pay an additional 
cent per quart for his milk, and there has been 

a good deal of concern for the butter consumer, 
who has been saved paying the market price by 
a ruling of the war-time prices and trade board. 
'y There should also be concern for the standards 
of living of the producer of these dairy products. 
There was nothing out of the way about the 35 
cents a pound Toronto wholesale price at which 
butter was fixed. It is true that butter has run 
usually from 21 to 26 cents (Toronto wholesale) 
during the last six years, but those were depress- 
ion prices. Even during those years Butter stiffened 
occasionally. The average price for March, 1934, 
was 20.2 cents; for March, 1938, it was 35.6 cents. 
Then take December prices, to make a fair com- 
parison: 1934, 21.2; 1935, 25.8; 1930, 26; 1937, 30.4; 

1938, 21.6; 1939, 27.9. 

Farming is Canada's primary industry. Its 
health and prosperity will not be a burden on 
anyone, even on those who pay a little more for 
their farm products. 
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WHAT OTHER TOWNS DO 

Life goes on in spile of the war. In some 
Ontario towns the war is leaving a bigger mark 
0m In others. Collingwood is experiencing a 
ship-building come-back, and Midland expects to 
be a prosperous ship-building town too within a 
matter of weeks, Collingwood is not so worried 
about the future, however, that it cannot think 
of the past. The town's newspaper suggests that 
some citizen might like to give the town a build- 
ing to house the already established museum of 
local history. Inspiration comes from the gift to 
the town of Simcoe of a house to be used as a 
museum and a $10,000 endowment. 
" Listowcl has just opened a new hospital. 
formerly a private residence, but given to the 
town. Undaunted by war's financial demands, 
fort Erie is about to launch a campaign for 
$30,000 to build an arena to provide skating for 
its children and iis hockey learns. This will save 
the town the present embarrassment of Acton. 
which has to pay interest and principal on its 
arena debentures as usual, although this year 
that hockey town has no O.H.A. entries to provide 
revenue. Acton's mill rate has jumped this year 
six and a half mills to 53 mills, the highest figure 
in the town's history. School repairs and decor- 
ating, a new fire pumper and the inauguration oi 
municipal garbage collection have all contributed 
to the increased rate. 

- Municipal garbage collection, of course, will not 
increase the expenses of many householders, but 
will just mean that they pay the town instead of 
a private individual for this service. It is com- 
parable to the purchase of postage stamps from 
the dominion government. What we pay for 
stamps cannot be called taxes in the ordinary 
sense, any more than the money we pay the town 
for hydro-eJectric power can be called taxes. 
Another of Acton's expenditures loo, we suspect, 
will be gladly borne by many citizens. It was to 
open up a new street to a new industry— compar- 
able to the improvement of the Connaught Gar- 
dens road for the Newmarket training camp

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CANADA, ONE NATION OR NINE? 

(Midland free Press) 
Two prime ministers must largely share 
responsibility for the lamentable collapse of the 
Sirois report conference. Others had a share in 

its wrecking, but the blame must fall primarily 
upon Mackenzie King and Mitchell Hepburn. Of 
the two, the Ontario prime minister is the greater 
sinner. The people of Ontario vyill do well to 
remember that fact when the next election is 
called. A lengthy period in opposition would do 
Mr. Hepburn good and give Ontario a much 
needed rest from a premiership which has 
undoubtedly had many good features, but has 
been largely spoiled by an endless succession of 
quarrels, exhibitions of bad breeding, and close 

partnership with the liquor traffic. 

Mr. King damned the Sirois report at the out- 
set. It was designed to discover the facts regard- 
ing conditions which were making the provinces 
restive and threatening the break-up of Confed- 
eration. With his "customary disbelief in the 
possibility of any Conservative being able to give 
Canada faithful service, Mr. King appointed only 
Liberals to the commission. A report prepared 
by men all of one political stripe was sure to be 
regarded with suspicion and to meet with hostil- 
ity. Later, when the chairman of the commission, 
Hon. N. W. Rowel!, was obliged to retire through 
illness, no representative of Ontario, largest and 
wealthiest of the provinces, and the one which 
would inevitably be called on to make the great- 
est sacrifices, was appointed in his place. A 
Quebec notary was made the chairman. When 
the report was issued, it was only natural that its 
provisions, which seemed to favor Quebec, and 
the western provinces at Ontario's expense, 
should meet with violent opposition. It is ques- 
tionable, when Mr. King must have known from 
the utterances of Messrs. Hepburn, Fattulio and 
Aberhart, that there was no hope of unanimity 
being secured, whether he should have called the 
conference at all. The country has been put to 
great expense for nothing. The mountain has 
labored and has only brought forth a "muss." 

One has to admit that Mr. Hepburn has been 
consistent in his opposition to the commission's 
efforts to find a solution to Canada's vexing prob- 
lems. Long before the war, when the commission 
wished to hear what Ontario had to offer in the 
way of constructive suggestion, the Ontario prime 
minister indulged in one of his characteristic fits 
of bad temper, refused to propose any plans, and 
declared that Ontario had too long been a "milch 
cow for the other provinces." He clearly 
indicated that he proposed to have nothing to do 
with any re-drafting of Confederation which 
would in any way whittle down Ontario's taxing 
powers or put additional burdens upon this the 
healthiest and wealthiest of Canada's nine 
provinces. If there ever was a non-co-operator it 
was 4 *Mitch" Hepburn. He was for Ontario first, 
last and all the time, and the rest of Canada could 
dig its own way out of its troubles. The fact that 
Mackenzie King had named the commission 
undoubtedly had a lot to do with Mr. Hepburn's 
Opposition and lie undoubtedly is quite happy 
now that he has successfully scuttled the domin- 
ion premier's hope ship. ^Mitch/' elephant-like, 
never forgets, and he's proud of it. 

Whether or not it was wise to call the confer- 
ence while the country was at war is, of course, 
debatable. The cost of the gathering of premiers, 
ministers and their staffs from all parts of 
Canada must have added much to the half million 
dollars which the formulation of the report had 
already entailed. Yet the three bad boys of the 
conference, Hepburn, PattuIIo and Aberhart, 
allowed the dominion government to go ahead 
with all the preparations, while all the time Ihey 
were undoubtedly planning to torpedo the report 

before it oven came under consideration. The 
real people of Canada, those who look upon the 
nation as one instead of nine separate principal- 
ities, feel that they have been terribly let down. 
Not only did Mr. King fall to enthusiastically 
champion the report as a basis for consultation 
and compromise, but he agreed altogether too 
complacently to the death of his brain child. 

Certainly he ran true to form. Seldom, if ever. 
does Mr. King step out in front and assume 
positive and aggressive leadership. He is the 
most notable living example of a "leader" who 
has achieved success by following public opinion 
rather than leading it. 

The Sirois report was undoubtedly far from 
perfect. It did set forth the problems confronting 
Canada, however, and it offered certain solutions. 
Some were patently unfair to Ontario, but these, 
as Mr. King pointed out, were subject to modifi- 
cation and compromise, and that is what 
Canadians generally hoped would happen. There 
was no chance for any such outcome, however, 
when the delegates from Ontario, Alberta and 
British Columbia went to Ottawa determined to 
sink the report "without trace." They would 
have been much kinder to Canada, since they 
were bound to smash the conference, if they had 
done so before it began. An outright refusal to 
attend would have resulted it\ it being called off, 
and the country would have been saved a lot of 
money. Possibly, however, it would not have 
been as dramatic as the "walk-out" at Ottawa. 
Egos must be fed. 

-' Much might have been accomplished if the 
representatives of the provinces had gone to 
Ottawa to "give and take" as did the fathers of 
Confederation when they sank their differences 
and formed a united Canada. Instead, to quote 
the executive of the Co-operative Commonwealth 
Federation, which party may come into its own 
if the heads of the old-line parties continue to put 
private feuds before the public good, the world 
has been given an impression that "Canada is not 
a nation, but merely a group of quarrelsome little 
states." 

Wrecking the Sirois report conference has done 
nothing to solve Canada's problems. Some day 
men of good-will must and will meet and find a 
new way of sharing wealth, duties and respon- 
sibilities. Canada is one and indivisible and the 
good of the whole must come before that of any 
part.

With the exception of a few 
countries which are taking war 
for their god, there are few 
individuals or nations which do 

not look on it as an evil thing.

Questioned further by the crown, 
Mrs. Pardy stated that Mr. Arm- 
strong told her first that he lived 
In Beaverton and then that he lived 
in Toronto. 

"lie got In his car/' she stated. 
"I said 'you can't leave here until 
we get a cop'. He tried to get 
away and banged into a traffic 
sign." 

In answer to whether Mr. Arm- 
strong was intoxicated, Mrs. Pardy 
said that the defendant appeared 
to have been drinking. Damages 
to her car amounted to $38.05. 

William Pardy, husband of the 
former witness, testified that he 
was with Mrs. Pardy when she 
parked her car about three feet off 
the highway pavement. He said 
thae he did not see the accident hut 
later walked downtown with his 
wife and was with her when she 
identified Mr. Armstrong. 

Police Constable William Hill 
told his worship that marks on the 
road showed the car of Mrs. Pardy 
had been parked on the west side 
of the highway. H said that he 
found the vehicle in the ditch about 
•10 feet from the point of Impact. 

"Besides this enr there was an- 
other/* stated the officer. "Its left 
side bumper was hooked around a 
'warning' sign-post. The car could- 
n't go forward or back. About an 
hour later I saw the driver, Mr. 
Armstrong. He said that Mrs. 

Paxdy was parked on the side of 
the toad and that he never saw It 
until he ran slap-bang into It." 
Constable IfiJI stated that the 

defendant had been drinking, -He 

could walk alright, and he could 
talk alright, but when he was 
standing he was shaky on his 
feet." 

Mr, Armstrong denied that he 
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Butler sold for 35 tents a 
pound on the local market on 
Friday afternoon. Eggs were 
selling from 22 to 25 cents a 
dozen and chickens from 20 to 
22 cents a pound. 

Apples sold for 25 cents a six- 
quart basket.

Prices on the Toronto markets 
on Tuesday for creamery solids, 

No. I, wore 33 cents, and cream* 
cry prints, first grade, were 

quoted to retail trade at 34% to 
35 cents a pound. Country 
dealers were quoted on graded 
eggs, cases free, delivered to 
Toronto, for grade A largo, 22 
cents, A medium, 20 cents, and 
A pullets, 17 cents a dozen. 

Nominal prices to the shipper 
for poultry were: Ontario young 
turkeys, all weights, 24 to 25 
cents a pound; Ontario geese, A 
grade, 17 to 20 cents; spring 
broilers, 1 to 2'i pounds, 21 
cents, and spring chickens, 2H 

to 4% pounds, 10 to 17 cents a 
pound. 

Prices in the cattle section 
were: weighty steers, $8 to §0,25; 
butcher steers, $7 to $8.50: but- 
cher heifers, $7 to $8.25; fed 
calves, $fi\50 to $10. 

Hogs sold at $8.35 live weight. 
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ALREADY the pattern and pace of life in Canada 
i have undergone a profound change.

Ontario Ct>operales on Income Tax 

I take this opportunity of referring to lhe_aetiona of 
the goreronient of the province of Ontario with respect 
to the Income Tax Act of Ontario. Perhaps I should 
explain that the lacome Tax Act of Ontario differs 
from the acts of most of the other provinces in this 
respect — that we allow as a deduction from tbe income 
of the Ontario taxpayer the amount of tax paid to the 
dominluu government under the Income War Tax Act 
before we impose our own tax. 

Is that interfering or competing with the dominion, 
especially as It has been admitted by former ministers 
of finance of Canada that for the dominion to levy an 
income tax at all is to invade provincial fields of 
taxation t 

To make such an allowance as X have set out Is not 
competing with the dominion; it Is taking a secondary 
petition to tbe dominion, furthermore, let me state 
that lhe province of Ontario waa tbe first province in 
Canada to arrange with the dominion to save the cost 
of collection of the income lax and the economic waste 
of time of taxpayers; Ontario arranged with the 
dominion government that the Ontario lax should be 
collected by the §*a& dominion officers and at the same 
time as the dominion tax Is collected. 

last la not competition. That Is cooperation, ad- 
mitted by a». and due credit being given by all tax- 
payers affected. 

Further, the dominion government on September 
23th, 1939, added a surtax of 29 per cenl. applicable to 
Income of IMS and subsequent periods. This meant a 
lesser amount of Income left in the hands of the tax- 
payers io he subject to the Ontario lax. Tbe province of 
Ontario agreed to absorb this Joss in revenue. 

Ontario Suffers Revenue: Losa 

On August 7th, 1'JiO, the 20 per cent, surtax and 
all the old rales under the Dominion Income Tax Act 
were repealed and in their places newer and higher 
ratei were enacted, and at the same time, exemptions 
were cut. These changes were applicable to tbe incomes 
of VjVJ. Ilesldes these changes iu rates, tbe new 
A'atloaal Defence Tax was enacted applicable to incomes 
earned from July 1st, 1040. Tbe effect of these added 
imposta wai to seriously reduce the revenues of the 
province of Ontario, and it it estimated that for the 
fiscal year which begins on April 1, 1911, the province 
of Ontario will su0er a loss of revenue of upwards of 
two million dollars. 

We have turned over the Klgin Hospital — a aeven 
million dollar institution— and many other provincial 
properties, without nayraent or reward and will con- 
tinue to do so. 

We have curtailed our capital expenditures and 
have delayed necessary works — work* that would have 
been proht&Me and would have yielded additional 
revenue. 

Then, too, In an effort to eueouragu the Incoming of 
American tourists who will bring with them much 
needed American dollars, so necessary to enaWe the 
dominion io aave exchange and prosecute the war, the 

1>rovInce of Ontario has undertaken to rij-end on pub- 
Icily and advertising for tourists this year the mm 
of three hundred thousand dollars. That, according Io 
oficiats of the domlniun government. Is cooperation, 
not competition. 

And In respect to the Corporations Tax, it will be 
within the memory of the representatives of tbe various 
province! here that lb** authorities of the dominion 
Kovernment have appointed a board to bo presided over 
by the Hon, Charles P, McTague, Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of Ontario, which board has been formed 
to determine the amount of obsolescence and deprecia- 
tion that may he allowed taspayera as a writeoff against 
profits which will be subject to war taxation. The 
government of the province of Ontario has announced 
that it will accent without question the findings of Ibis 
dominion -ere a ted hosrd.

Ontario Not Curupctinjc 

Time does not permit ■ lengthy recital of other acts 
of cooperation on the part of the government of the 
province of Ontario, but I challenge anyone Io success- 
fully charge tbe government of Ontario or, for that 
matter, any other provinte, with competition for 
revenu* in field* that do not exclusively belong to the 
provinces, or with any lack of cooperation whatsoever. 

On the other aide of the picture, even although (be 
orgSnl/allon of l<e*ourcee (.orarnlttee, patb-rned after 
Ibe one that functioned so effectively in the last war, 
was set up by our Ontario legislature — and by un- 
animous vote — the nucleus, with power to add, consist- 
ing of Ills Honour Lieutenant fiovernor Matthew*, 
Colonel Urcw and myself — and even although will over 
ii year ng<> *t« journeyed to Ottawa and personally 
pledged, on h«-half of the org-inl/atiori, thy fullest mea-

I d>*lre to quote one authority as a case In point*

That was tha then friendly policy of that paper. 
What did the Hint **y to ila editorial of Haturday, 
January X\ t 10»I I I quote: 

Tha report hat, naturally enough, strong hacking. 
Oreat nnsnclal concerns and wealthy Individual* who 
are holders of provincial Loads support a project which 
would placu the credit of tho domlniun behind provin- 
cial securities whose market value ha* greatly de- 
teriorated, A Toronto broker has estimated that adop- 
tion of the report might add as much as |20,000,0uf>, 
140.000,000 and **5O,'iOO,00O to the value of tho bonds 
of Manitoba, Hailcatchewan and Alberta, respectively. 
T>.ls gift to tbe bondholders would be moro costly to 
Ontario than any other wovltice. Onlarlo'a own bond* 
would not he increased In value to an/ marked degree, 
a* Its credit closely approaches that of the dominion. A 
reaturt) of tho sjrrancemerjt not generally realised la 
that In the case of Alberta tho dominion would anumo 
not only the provincial debt, but the defaulted Interest 
on the same. This had reached 13,400,000 by 1937 and 
ttand* now at a much higher figure. Ontario s federal 
taxpayer* provide marly half lhe dominion revenue 
out of which this gift to tho bondholders would be 
provided." 



That shows tho changing opinion of that great pub- 
lication. Why I Because that and other newspapers, 
sensing public opinion, are reflecting the growing sus- 
picion of the awakening public mind. As a political 
observer I say that there Is a fast developing body of 
opinion, not without canse, now promoting tbe idea 
that behind this untimely move, ostensibly as a war 
measure, ia a well-cooked, nefarious deal to make good 
the losses in depreciation of certain bonds held largely 
by financial bouses, to collect unpaid interest on Alberta 
bonds and to cams, a sharp appreciation in bonds of 
certain provinces, which bonds were, because of cir- 
cumstances beyond the control of tbe respective pro- 
vincial treasurers, actually sold at much less than par, 
although the coupon rate was abnormally hlffh. This 
possible hugu capital appreciation is not even subject 
to federal income Lax. 

I solemnly warn those who are obviously pressing 
for such action that they may aggravate that suspicion 
and destroy completely public confidence in govern- 
ment if. 

Can a Jit Must lie United 

Now I come to a subject of even greater Importance; 
— national unity. We have it to-day. _ All Canada is 
behind the prosecution of the war. We are a united 
people. We need be. We have a common foe In the 
dictators. I happen to know something about religious 
and racial issues. I can speak feelingly on this subject. 

We tried, as a government, to remedy a simple ob- 
vious Injustice and inequality with regard to school 
tax revenues. We failed, and the very ones we tried to 
help were as anxious as anyone else to have us retrace 
our steps. Is not a similar situation, on a larger scale 
developing today! 

Already there are rumblings that Quebec ss gettintc 
preferred treatment. 1 know that, to eorao extent, there 
are extenuating eircumstauees. hut tbu fact remains 
that Quebec Is being relieved of some of her municipal 
debts, while other provlncea aro not. Quebec is to 
receive an eight million dollar yearly irreducible sub- 
sidy, while others including Ontario, are not to receive 
a cent. Again there are extenuating circumstances. 
Hut explanations do not always explain such caiea 
with certain sections of society. 

Hie Toronto Teteffroaa Is n powerful newspaper and 
reflects the opinion* of many cltirens of Ontario who 
have a great respect for its considered opinions. The 
Toronto TtUaram has dealt with this aspect of the 
report with great effect. J shall not cjuolo from its 
editorials — that is not necessary. AH I can say is not 
to underestimate the power of the press ia this regard. 
'Jltis new Issue being developed presents a challenge 
to those of us who believe in national unity. Tu blind 
mmelves Io tho obvious Is not fair to Canada, not fair 
to our neighbouring province of Quebec. e»i«cially 
when by this deal, according to the best constitutional 
advi<« I can gel, Quebee and the rest of us will havu 
to sgr*-v to a surrender to a central authority of rights 
and privileges granted by the llritish North America 
Act. 1 aay that so Ionic as ray colleagues and I have 
any say in directing public policy for Ontario and so 
Ions «* tber« Is a Itritiab North America Act in Its 
present form, which cannot be amended at will by a 
mushroom government that may In future take office 
in Ottawa, wo ahall, aa a sister province, stand solidly 
bt-sldo Quebec if at any time her minority rights are 
threatened. On this sound foundation of national unity 
we stand as firm and resolute as the flock of Gibraltar 
itself. To lay bands on the life work of Hir Wilfrid 
Laurier and Kir John"A. Matdonsld is nothing abort 
of national vandalism.

It has Ken augKvsted that auch 
borrowing ujon provincial credit alone will be im- 
possible if tbu commi*;sian"B recommendations aro 
made effective. We do not agree* Any provtuce which 
can borrow now could stilt borrow if the commission's 
recommendations were io force. The anccess of such 
borrowing lu either ca?o dei^nds \ipon the credit of 
the province which is attempting to t>orrow. For ex- 
ample, with their resources we do not think that either 
Ontario or Quebee will have any difficulty iu borrowing 
If this rej*ort la implemented; somts other provinces 
might have; but Is there not a question as to whether 
these latter could borrow satisfactorily even if tho 
report is not implemented I If they could not* then 
they are certainly no worse off after implementation 
because then they can borrow in proper cases upon 
thu credit of Canada. 

The fact Is, and the report makes it clear, that in 
the matter of future borrowing, the proyinees are to 
be left iu exactly the aame position in which they now 
are. Indeed, thuy can continue i*> burrow upon their 
own credit. In addilion, they aro given a new* and 
valuable right, exercisable wholly at lltair oivu option,

Mr Hepburn has been but living up to the traditions 
of Hruwn, and has defended and upheld all that Hrown 
Mood for, and is safeguarding the rights and responsl* 
bilities vested in the separate provinces by confederal 
tioiu I prefer to support and adopt the material 
structure which was created by Brown, rather than 
attempt to interpret Its spirit, as 3tr* Bracken has pur- 
ported to do. if Mr, Bracken's argument were to pre- 
vail, history wimld be degraded, our ideal* shattered* 
aud tho names of our public men cast into the ossuary 
of time.

his store, Mr. Wolfe' said that at 
the time this was placed he "did 
have double as much stock as 
insurance." 

Mr. Wolfe said that Mr. Mcln- 
tyre had urged him to put more 
than $5,000 insurance on his 
Newmarket stock, which was the 
amount Wolfe had decided he 
would place. 

"Had Mclntyre been after you 
for insurance, persistently?" 
asked Mr. Brownell. u Yes." 

;*Did he persuade you to put 
this insurance on your Newmar- 
ket stock?" "Yes," 

Mr. Wolfe said that 4, the 
inspectors told me the same 

thing. I should have more than 
$5,000 insurance." He added that 
after Mr. Wicket of Wicket and 
Craig, Toronto, "assured me that 
I needed more," he accepted 
additional insurance. "That's 
what persuaded me that I should 
have more insurance than $5,000. 
That's why I agreed to a $10,500 
policy." Mr. Wolfe said that 
insurance of $2,000 had been on 
the Newmarket building when 
ho purchased it and that after it 
had run out, his solicitor, N. L. 
Mathews, K.C., urged him to 
take out a policy of $4,000 on the 
building. Mr. Wolfe said that 
he "didn't want to be balky" and 
so agreed to this. 

"I heard that the Beeton hotel 
was for sale and I went up in 
the spring of 1939 to look at it." 
He said that he wanted to pur- 
chase a building in which to 
store his overflowing stock of 
leather goods. He could have 
bought suitable buildings in 
Newmarket but "they wanted too 
much money for them." 

"When I saw the building, 1 
said, 'that's enough, I don't want 
the building.' I went home. But 
I needed a place to store my 
goods. The store and cellar were 
full. I couldn't find a suitable 
place here except at high prices. 

It would run into too much 
money. 

"So I went up to Beeton again. 
I looked it over, very carefully. 
I was afraid of it. I was afraid 
of it because every ceiling leaked. 
There was still water in the 
basement that leaked down the 

walls. I was afraid to use the 

building. 

"I told a Bradford contractor 
to go to Beeton to look the place 
over and find out how much il 
would cost to fix it up. He said 
that to plaster the walls alone 
it would cost $6,800. The roof 
would cost $1,200 to repair. 

"I told a good friend of mine 
in Newmarket about it. He 
advised me against buying it, 
that there was talk in Newmar- 
ket about my wife being a spy. 
She was over to Germany before 
the war. They used this journey 
to charge that she was there 
because she was a spy. 

^'My friend said that, because 
of the war, it would come to 
trouble if I should buy the place 
in Beeton. I said I didn't know 
why. I didn't want it as a hotel 
at all. I'm not a hotel-man, I 
am a leather man.. I was con- 
fused. I didn't know what to do. 
I asked Mr- Mathews about it. 
T told him I had been advised 
that since I was a German, I 
would have trouble. Ho told me 
to pay no attention to this. 

"I told him to offer them 
$1,000 for the property. If they 
would lake it, all rigid, if not. 
I wouldn't get it. They accepted. 
Al the same time 1 had an offer 
to rent the store to a Chinaman. 
He wanted to go in as fast as 
lie could because. of the military 
camp. He wanted a lease for 
five years. 

."I told him I wanted 16 see my 
lawyer, Mr. Mathews. Wc went 
up. He paid a $100 deposit. Mr. 
Mathews later phoned me that 
the Chinaman couldn't lake it. 
I was disappointed. I had every- 
thing moved from my store by 
that time. My insurance was 
cancelled. I didn't lease the 
property in Newmarket.'? 

Mr. Wolfe said that he had 
mentioned to Mr. Mclntyre that 
he had made some improvements 
on the Beeton hotel, but not to 
the extent of over $11,000 as 
claimed by Mr. Mclntyre. He 
denied using his own estimates 
of the work he intended to do at 
Beeton as a means of getting 
greater insurance. He said that 
he Jiad told Mr. Mclntyre that 
with the expense of heating and 
wiring the hotel, which had not 
been done at that lime, he would 
spend more than $10,000 on the 
property. He denied any knowl- 
edge of the letter . which Mr. 
Mclntyre wrote to liis company, 
and which was - produced .earlier 
in the Invt'Stlgatioiv u l did hot 
use documents to persuade him 
to place Insurance," concluded 
Mr. Wolfe. 

.'^Attcv the meeting hud ad- 
journed. Mr. Wolfe criticized the 
newspapers for the way they 
were "puffing up" : the inquiry. 
That was the fault he found with 
papers in this country; Mr. Wolfe 
declared. 

Beforo Mr. Wolfe gave his 
evidence, Eric Silk, of the attor- 
ney-gencral\s department, sold 
that Mr, Wolfe was testifying at 
his own wish and that no per- 
suasion of any kind had been 
used; It was not necessary for 
him to testify if he did not wish 
to do so. 

N. P. .McDonald, secretary- 
treasurer of the Beeton hydro- 
electric system, was the first 
witness called. He identified 
electric bills for the months of 

September, -October and Novem- 
ber, for service to Mr. Wolfe at 
the Beeton hotel. He did not 
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read the meter Dec. 1, because, 

"the door was locked." 

Mr. McDonald said that he 
'saw a light in the building one 
evening." He could not say 
whether this was before the 
investigation at the hotel on 
Nov. 25, but thought it was after 
that. He did not endeavor to 
get into the hotel. 

"Did you know that the police 
discovered what amounted to an 
arson plant in the cellar?" asked 
Mr. Silk. "Yes, I did." 

"Did you ever see a watchman 
about the premises during Nov- 
ember and December?'' continued 
Mr. Silk. 

"I can't say that I did," was 
the reply. However, Mr. 
McDonald said that he did see 

painters and decorators at the 
hotel during that time. 

Inspector D. H. Saville, an 
inspector in the fire marshal's 
department for 20 years, said 
that he "investigated the hotel" 
Nov. 25 last. 

"I went to the cellar," said the 
inspector. ••There I found two 
candles on ice-cream boxes and 
set amongst the straw. Loose 
straw was strung down the cellar 
steps." He said that match-heads 
were set in candle wax at the 
bottom of the candle, and the 
box-es, some containing gasoline, 
were strung from the candles 
into the straw. 

The inspector said he took the 
exhibits to Professor Joslyn 
Rogers for analysis. He saw Mr. 
Wolfe with his helper. Hertzberg, 
in Beeton, Nov. 25. u He was at 
the hotel when I met him," said 
Inspector Saville. "My instruc- 
tions were not to let him in." 

Mr. Saville said that he took 
the two men to a room in the 
other Beeton hotel and ques- 
tioned and took a statement from 
them, 

"I questioned him in the 
presence of Mr. Nelson (of the 
fire underwriters) and it was 
taken down by typewriter. Mr. 
Wolfe read it and signed the 
statement." 

"Did you encounter any diffi- 
culty in getting Wolfe there?" 
he was asked. 

"None whatever," replied In- 
spector Saville. "Mr. Wolfe did 
not raise any objections at any 
point in taking the statement. 
He said it was correct. I then 
had Hertzberg up nx\d took a 
statement from him." 

He said that he found 25 sets 
of harness in the hallwav and a 
five-gallon can of gasoline. At 
that time the can had some gaso- 
line m it but it had disappeared. 
"I don't know where it is now, 
but it has gone although it was 
under my care since Nov. 25, v 
said the inspector. "I guess there 
must have been a leak." 

The inspector said that he 
saw no "structural alterations" 
in the building, and no evidences 
of heating. 

''If there was a furnace in the 
basement it was covered up with 
straw," claimed the inspector 
He said that he "didivt go -into 
the plumbing situation," but he 
did observe that there was a 
water supply in the kitchen. In- 
spector Saville said that the 25 
sets of harness would include 
bridles, collars, traces and other 
parts going into the making of 
double-set harness. There were 
also "odds and ends" of old 
harness. 

Inspector Saville said that he 
saw Mr. Wolfe later in New- 
market. "He showed me stock 
sheets which he said he had 
taken with a Mr; Smith; $31,341 
worth of stock was shown on 
these. At first Mr. Wolfe said 
that he spent over $10,000 on the 
Beeton hotel. Then ho said he 
didn't think he spent half that 
much. It finally simmered down 
that he might have spent $2,000 
on it. He had no record of the 
cost of labor or invoices to show 
the amount of material bought." 

Under cross-examination by B. 
W. Brownell, defence counsel. 
Inspector Saville said that Mr. 
Wolfe had told him that the 
"cardboard containers were used 
to sell axle grease to farmers." 

"Did he act as though he were 
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trying to conceal guffittAf ; 

: "No, I catft say that he ^ 

He made no objections : in dn> ; :' 
shape or form to answering ihy; 
questions." Inspector Saville saW 
that he did not inspect all thet 
rooms in the hotel. He admitted 
that some of these rooms might- 
have been repaired. "It appear- 
ed that $10,000 was what Vi;l 
Wolfe intended to spend on this 
hotel," concluded the inspector. 

Mrs. Anthony Wolfe said that 
W. O. Mclntyre "came in quitfe ; 
often" trying to sell insurance 
policies. "At least three times 
a week," she said. After she- 
came back from hospital, Mrs. 
Wolfe said that "Mr. Mclntyre 
still came in about insurance/* 1 

On Saturday, Nov. 23, MiS 

Mclntyre phoned and "said thdt 
the insurance inspectors wanted 
to go to Beeton on Monday with 
Mr. Wolfe," declared Mrs. Wolfe. 
Mr. Wolfe was across the street 
at the time, but Mrs. Wolfe said 
that she had given him the mess- 
age that noon.. 

"Was business going well last 
summer?" asked Mr. Brownell. 
"Yes." : . 

"Your business was growing, 
and you were quite happy at 
home?" "Yes." 

Mrs. Wolfe said that her hu$W< 
band had been going to Beeton 
regularly and had been taking- 
goods there in his car. She could 
not telt what days he went to 
Beeton, but said that she dis- 
tinctly remembered that "he was 
in the store all day Saturday,"" 
the 23rd of November. "I know 
that because I remember the 
phone call." Mrs. Wolfe said 
that she thought her husband 
took Hertzberg to Beetoneve^ 
time he went. 

Edward J. Smith, Tecumse 
St., Newmarket, friend of M 
Wolfe, stated that he had helpe 
him prepare his inventory o 
goods in his Newmarket stor 
Oct. 5 last- Mr. Smith, 81 year 
of age, said that he has beeiT 
leather-goods salesman since II 
and lately has been seliiri 
wholesale for Mr. Wolfe."
